Col. Jack Chinn 

Passes Away. 

Famous Turfman Dies 
In St. Joseph's Hos- 
pital at Lexington 
After Long Ill- 
ness. 

Lexington. Ky.. January 31 — Col. 
Jack Chinn. famous Kentuckian and 
turfman whose home was at Mumlav* 
I-anding on Kentucky river in Sn ' 
ford county .died this miirmnx in St. 
Joseph's hospital here, where he had 
been ill for several days. Col Chinn 
was about 75 years old and had been 
in failing health for several wars. 

Col. Chinn was a former member 
of the Kentucky legislature and one
